The convention 
will he opened with a hi«h mana ol 
the Chiircli of the Anninu'iatioii, witli 
fill' li'ight liev. l!islio|> Maes, the 
Sl:iti' ( luiplaiii. as <•(• Icl iraiit . 'riii-- 
<-onieati!in will be un exceeiliiijf ly 
important on«, aa it la the deHire of 
prominent members to enact such 
iegialation aa will greatly strengthen 
the order In Kentucky. For centuries 
thia great Irish Catholic organlmilon 
haa been flKhttnir the battles of -the 
Church and the Emerald Isle, and to- 
day is It the atrongeat society of n 
aingle nationality in the world, em- 
bracing a tnenilKTsliip of lumclreds of 
tbouaanda, with divisionK in almost 
erery oonntry upon which the aun 
sets. 

The Ancient Order of Hibernians 
was instituted in thin State over 
thirty years ago, and during that 
time hns performed phenomenal 
work. In every city where- there has 
been n division IIioiishimIs of flollnrH 
have been expended in elinritable 
and relief work, iiml niiiny there r ■ 
who owe their present sueeess to the 
efforts of its niemliers in their be- 
half. \'<>r tliesr niid other reasons 
it is< imperative that new diviaions be 
formed wliere none now exist and 
that the present membership be 
increased. There are floiirisjblntr di- 
visions in Newport, roviuirton, .\.sh- 
land, Paris and four in LoviasiUle, and 
it is the intention and hope that new 
ones will be institilted at I,e\iii"-tnii.

The reports submitted to the State 
Board show the finances of the order 
to be in excellent condition, but the 
membership haa not increased to the 
figtires that had been anticipated. 
The most marked gains have been 
nuKli' by llie l.iKlies" .\nxiliar.v. which 
now hns brandies in Newport. Cov- 
ingtcm, I'aris. Aslihiml .-ind Louisville. 
There are reasons for the present 
conditions, and these will lu' <iire- 
fnlly eonsidcreil by tlu' dele^f.ite"!, 
who will neinber aboW a hundred. 

The County Hoard, the four divis-

county will be fully represented, and 
State President Keenan and Secre- 
tary Hunt are of opinion that the 
others will send full delegations. 

The Louisville delegates and visit- 
ors, accompanied by the degree team, 
will depart in a Hpeeial over the 
t'hesnpeake A Ohiii road Sunday 
morning, leaving the Seventh-street 
depot at S::!i> o'eloeli. 'I'liey xiill ar- 
rive In l,e\ini.''oM II. where 
tliev will be uiel by :i reeeplion eoni- 
7nit1ei' and laken to I'liris on a ehar- 
1.'rc-d siiliiiilian <ur.

His (iraec .\r<-hbislu>p Farley, of 
.New York, who has been visiting the 
Kmerald Isle, wu.s given a great wel- 
come upon his arrival in Monaghan. 
where he was the guest of the Most 
Rev. Dr. Owens,. Bishop of Clogher. 
On liady day Hla flmce officiated at 
.St. Macartan's Cathedral, where all 
th^ local Iwidies presenied addressea, 
and fniiii tile Diinilalk DeuHxiat ia 
taken the following [Mjrtion of hiH re- 
sponse: 

ile was standing on ground from 
which appeared to him the scenes of 
hia boyhood. Were His Grace to give 
expression to everything suggested 
by addresses from the various coun- 
cila he feared that both the members 
of the councils and himaelf would 
grow weak and weary before the end 
of hia address. He would, therefore, 
be very brief in hia remarka. He knew 
the Irish heart, nnd the hearts of the 
people of Monaghan. He knew that 
every word they had spoken came 
from the very inmoHt core of their 
Celtic soul. He congratulated the 
members of the varioiis eoum-ils upon 
what they had aehteveil; upon whiil 
had lii-i-ii iloiic sin«-e his last visit 
among them a part ir the go\era- 
nieiit of tlo'ir own coiuitr\ at last. 
That go\eriiiiient had liei-ii wrested 
from them by means whic-li Ik- would 
hesitate to designate, anil wlii(-h de- 
served to be designateil. It had been 
wrested fron: them more than a cen- 
tury ago, but the people were true to 
thtir Celtic traditions, and had never 
lost hope. That was as green in 
their hearts today aa the day before 
they lost their own Parliament. It 
was certain that that'hope would be 
realised, becaiise it reated with the 
resolution of .the men, which they^ 
were, of thai glorimis emerald land 
of ours. His (irace passed through a 
country a few weeks ago which hail 
had nnich the same experienec as 1 ri-- 
Innd had had. and tliat was Norway. 
He ))aid a \i-it !.> that roiiiitry. which 
had jii: t liei-ii eiiia iicipat I'd from a 
;.;ioeriuiieiit wliiili had stolen the 
Norwegian ( lin ernineii t two or three 
centuries airo, as the l-',nglish (iovern- 
meiit had stolen the Irish (iovern- 
ment. The people of Norway had 
never given up the fight, which had 
been a bloodless one, and all the 
more auccessful, all the more honor- 
able, all the more dignified, and all 
the more enduring because it had 
been bloodless. So was it with the 
people of Ireland. They had r. ver 
ahed a drop of blood in the contest 
which had brought them a lueasor. 
of home rule to county councils and 
the variona other councils. Ihc de- 
terndnation shown at their nlcetin^:-. 
at which the members of Parliament 
of their i-onstituencies pr<'side<l. and 
llii- presentation of their ease in the 
Houses of Parliament hy their spleii- 
,li,| l.aiiil of Irish representatives 
w ho. His ( irace dared say, could not 
be equolled. ami at all events excelled 
in the world, proved that the peoph- 
were still anxious- for their own gov 
•mment. He hoped to see the toy. 
though he waa not the youngest ma.i 
among them, when they would buM 
their own Parliament in College 
C.reen, as Norway had .just secure i 
her ov»-n Oovemment and her owi. 
Parliament by the same peaecf.il agi- 
tation which they in Ireluiid had bci n 
pursuing very successfully. Tliat 
was only as it sh<iulil be. It was the 
piiatiiui of every Irishmen. from 
his ehildhood. to s.-.- thi- country of 
his birth goNerniiig itself. The 
liiiuhlest period in th<- history of the 
Irish nation, from ITVi to 1800, wot:ld 
never pass fr<mi the memories of 
liishnieii. That was the most pros- 
perous period in the history of Ire- 
land, and it should be the endeavor 
of Irishmen to make the cotmtry as 
prosperous in future— not for eigh- 
teen years but for ever— and as 
(Irattan said, let it be perpetual. 
I hat was what Ills Grace hoped for 
them and that was what he prayed 
lor. That transformation that was 
coming over Ireland was like nnto 
the scene that presented itself to 
him on an early spring morning. The 
faith had been the greatest resource, 
the irreatest strength, to every Irish- 
muiTs political aspirations, because 
in the faith he was free, ami thivt 
freedom iiiraiit not merely the free- 
iloni before (iod, but before the 
world. He often thought over the 
<-hanges that had taken place in the 
political conditions of the country 
since he last visited it. It was long 
ago completely shrouded in darkness, 
but hope didn't leave the neople, al- 
though it was hoping against hope. 
Since that time hopi has escaped 
from Pandora's box and had taken 
posaeaaion of the land, and lifted the 
<-hains which bonnd them down: ond 
every nuin to<lny felt that home 
rule — Ireland for Irishmen- was an 
assured certainty. He did not want 
to impose unon their cooi) nature 
and he siinidv wamed to be as biief 
as he oossiblv could, and imitate t lie 
e.ve.-llent taste and good iiidi/meat 
which they had shown in their ad- 
dresses in not making them too long, 
lie was indebted to the Board of 



(iiuinlians for their address. The 
(luardians had committed to their 
keeping the most precious thing in 
(iod's .sight. His Grace was in sym- 
pathy with them thoroughly, becainse 
his ItnM'faad been «aBt among those 
people and tiiose who had charge of 
them tor the last. twenty ,veors in 
his epioeopal city,, Hla 'Orace had 
charge of the St.. Vincent de Paul 
Society, and he w^s apiritnal direc-

Nearly all the large 
manufactoriea, buaineaa houses and 
Stores will be closed and there will

of Ireland last week John I)ill.,ii. M. 
P.. replied to some re<-ent iiniii foriio-d

tliat party, he said, tlii-re never waa 
a time when it had been subject^ to 
more- unfair criticism, and yet there 
never was a time when it was more 
essential that it should be in a post< 
tiou to speak for a united people. 

It had been snUl. Mr. Dillon went 
on. by some critics that tin- Irish 
party had done nothing for Ireland, 
and that Pa rlianientar,\ ac-tion as a 
iiK-aiis of defending the «-unse of Ire- 
land was entirely discredited. Many 
men. he declared, who take that view 
and many of the movements with 
which they are coanected, wonld not 
he allowed to exist in Ireland tMajr 
if it had not been for the work of the 
Parliamentary party for the past 
twi-nty-fi\e years.
